ARRANGING FOR A WORLD-WIDE DEN-
ONSTRATION ON MAY 1.

France Being Billed for the Event in Circus
Fashlon—All the Leading Industrial
Centers of the World to Be Flacarded in
Like Manner.

Panrs, Feb, 15.—Although the great la-
bor manifestation set for May, seems yet {o
be some considerable time off, the Council
National is taking advantage of the interim
and adopling means for impressing the im-
portance of a united movement upon the
workingmen throughout the world. Asa
step toward this end, the town of Lille was
yesterday billed as if for & eircus with enor-
wous posters, describing the object of the
May Dav demonstration, and saying much
ubout it that may influence the men to par-
ticipate in it

To-day Paris was billed in a like maoner,
and in gquick succession the leading in-
dustrial centers of the world will be
placarded. The most conspicuous postsr
reads : *On the first of May all frontiers
will be effaced, and in the entire universe
will be seen a union of that which should be
united and a secession of that which should
be separated. On one side are the producers,
havd in haud, determined on emancipation,
and on the other the exploiters, trembling
vainly before a movement that nothiog can
stop and that will overwhelm them.”

Following this is a lengthy review of the
eight-hour question, with various objecfions
to it answered, and then the signature of the
National Couneil. Germapy is the only
country that will not make a fete day of
May 1. It falls on Friday, and the Em-
peror has expressed his wish that the tran-
quility o! the public should not be disturbed
during that week. Conseguently the wari.
ous Inbor unions will delsy their celebration
until Sunday, the 3d.

MURDERED FOR MONEY.

A Horrible Tragedy, in Which a Young
Woman Is the Vietim.

BerLiN, Feb. 15.—A horrible murder,
which recails in ita leading feature the mo-
tives of “The Bells, * is reported from the vil-
lage of Diepholz, in Westphalia, The
vietim is a young woman named Margaret
Krumm, the doughter of a farmer.

A
pendarme  discovered the body and
rode off for help. The first coltage he
reached was that of a woodeutter named
Rotzky. The door was opened by Rotzky’s
wife, wh explainea that her hnsband was
not in, but she expected him very shortly.
Almost immediately he eame up and his sp-
pearance aroused the gendarme’s n,
for his clothes were stnined with blooi. He
wascharged with the rrime, and was so sur-
prised that he made o confession on lhs:gﬂ.

He explained that the girl had ealled at
the house an hour before and asked him to
aecompany her on her wayback throngh the
forest, explainin~ that she was afraid to go
alone, as she was earrviog a large sum of
money. Iotzky refused to eomply with her
request, and as soon as she left he took an-
other path, which brougbt him out of a
lonely place ahead of her. There be lay in
wait and when she eame up he demanded
the mooey, and on her refusing to give it

to him he murdered her. -

THE STARVING WEAVERS.

Nothing Is Being Done by German Authori-
ties to Believe Them,
[BY DUNLAF'S CABLE OOMPANT.1
Beeri¥, Feb. 15.—Nothing has been
doane to relieve the condition of the starving

weavers in Silesia, but there is an abun-
dance of talk and red tape about the matter,
which is sickening to ome who is familiar
with'the prompt methods in America, Eog-
ifnd and France, in casesof urgent neces-
sity like this, While subseriptions are
'ﬂourinﬁ: for monuments to Bismarck and
the Kuiser, not & penny has been raised to
help the unfortunate denizens of the Eulen
mouniains, and the semi-dependents of His
Mightiness, Duke Ratibor. It is argued
that they are used to starvatjon, and will
stand this famine as they have stood others.

The money collected by thousunds from
the workmen is evidently needed in the
field of politieal agitation. To-day it is
learned that the anthorities of the Duchy
of Ratibor and Glatr refused to indorse a
petition from weavers on the frontier to be
allowed to import large quantities of flour
from Austria, where it is 40 per cent cheaper
than in Pruesia under protection.

ANGRY AT BISMARCK.

EMPEROR WILLIAM MAY RESORT TO EX-
TREME MEASURES.

Eeports That the Ex-Chancellor Is to Be
FProsecuted — Significant Remarks of
Caprivi—The Emperor's Anger Liable to
Break Out Any Time.

IBY DUNLAT'S CABLE COMPAXT.1

Brerrix, Feb. 15.—Rumors are carrent
that the State contemplates s prosecution of
Prince Bismarck. There was an extraor-
dinary session of the Royal State
Council yesterday at noon, Chancellor
Caprivi presiding. In its midst the
Emperor suddenly aud unexpectedly ap-
peared and took pert in the deliberations.
It 15 known that matters of serious moment
were discussed, and particularly the threat-
ening attitnde assumed by Bismarek and its
possible effect on the foreign relations of the
empire. Count Schouvaloff, the Russian
Ambassador, called upon Prince Bismwarck
on Thursday lasi, since which time
it has been remarked that the pa-
pers  devoted to Rismarck's interests,
have almost daily referred in caustic terms
to Caprivi's failure to keep good farth with
Eussia. It is pow stated that Bismarck
communicated to Schouynloff and forwarded
proof Lo the Emperor in the form of doeu-
wents, that the attacks of the upon
the Government of the Czar did notem-
ansate from him, but from Count Waldersee,
the now ex-Chiel of Staff

Chancellor Caprivi, in talking of these
strained and restless relations between the
Government and the Prince, declared that
nc State prosecution would in any case be
directed against Bismarek, and if he con-
siders it consistent with his patriotism te
continue his asszulis and disclosure of Stata
secrets, the only remedy left will be his re-
moval to a distance.

The Paris Matin publisbes a dispatoh
from Berlin, saying that the Emperor has
expressed his condemnation of Bismarek's
attitude in the severest terms, and that the
sovereign has beer grievously affected by
the incessant aftacks emanating from Fried-
richsruhe.

The condition of affairs is serious, and the
patience of the Emperor is very strained
and lisble at any moment to be exhausted,
in which event it is not unlikely he would
resort to extreme measures to bring sbout a
diseontinuance of the annoyance.

HIS ASHES REFUSED BURIAL.
Berlin Socioty Excited Over an Arbitrary
Raling of the Chureh,

BT PUNLAP'S CABLE COMPAXNT.]

BeErLIN, Feb, 15.—Berlin society is
soandalized at the action of the church in
plobibitia, ihe authacitics of the Dorothean
Stadt Cemetery from allowiog the family of
Judge Ernst Cartian to place the urn con-
taining the ashes of their relative in the
family vanlt, which has been existing there
for over 100 years. ‘The decisiog
o the Church Councmal may mot be
appealed again, =as the letter of
the law is on its side. Ewen the
intervention of Minister Von Cosslar, who
is a member of the Couneil, had no effect on
the parsons except making them more obsti-
uate fn their illiberal course.

The Cartians are among Berlin’s best
known aod best liked patricians and have
never knowingly offended the church, The
Inte judge died somewhat suddenly in
Rome and ordered his body to be cremated
in Puadua, probably never contemplatin
the possibility of his ashes being exelud
from the resting place of his wife and
childresn. To-day the wurn contain-
ing the ashes was deposited in
the urn ball at Friedrichsfeldt Cemetery,
baving been brought from the Padua cre-
mutorinm by special messenger in deference
to Italian luw, which prohibits the dispateh
of the ashes of human beings as ordinary
freight.

COMING TO AMERICA.

Two Germans Who Leave Their Country On
Account of Heligion.
[BY DUNLAT'SE CABLE COMPANT.]

BERLIN, Feb. 15.—Frederick May and
Christopher Hasse entered upon an enforoed
journey to Americs, 24 hours after their re-
lease from jail, where thev had undergone
six weeks' imprisonment for refusing to do
military duty on account of religious
scruples. The men belong to the New
Church, which is an organization similsr
to thatof the Shakers. There religion pro-
hibits them from taking tbe lives of their
fellow creatures on any pretext. It was
necessary to punish them for refusing to
comply with the laws of the country but the
confinement was made as little irksome as
possible by special favor ot the Emperor,
who cutwardly respects the religious pecali-
arities of biz subjects,

The Emperor undertook to defray the cost
of their passage to the new world, where
militarianism is unknown and the religious
scruples of all are respected.

THE MURDER MYSTERY.
The Saddler Will be Arraigned for Kill-
ing Carotty Nell To-Dab.

Loxpox, Feb, 15,—The saddier who was
arrested yesterday on suspicion of being the
man who murdered the woman koown as
“Carotty Nell” in the Whitechapel distriet
on Friday morning was conveyed, heavily
guarded, to the Arbow's Square prison to-
day.

He was lawly a fireman on board the
steamer Fex (rom Torker. A lormidable
Jooking knife bas been traced to his posses-
sion. He will be formally charged with

the murder to-morrow. Startling revela-
tions are expected.

WILL NOT STAND DICTATION.

The English Shipping Federation Will Not
Be Galded by the Unlons.

Loxpox, Feb, 15.—The shipping federa-
tion has issued an ultimatum which declares
that the dictation of the wnuions Is
unbearable and that the federation will
refuse to employ soy man unless he pledges
himself to embark on any vessel with which
he signs articles, whether the remainder of
the crew be unionists or not,

NO LAWS FOR LABOR.

The Present Congress Has Not Found
Time for Such Legislation.

BILLS THAT BAVE BEEN SHELVED.

An Inguiry Into the Enormous Expense of
Government Printing.

OUTIOOK FOR THE CLOSING SESSION

[FROM A STAFY CORR®SPONDENT.]

WasHmNGTOoN, Feb. 15.—The treatment
of bills of special interest to the wage work-
ers of the coustry by the Congress that is
about to end its career must be very instrue-
tive not only to the class most immediately
conoerned, but to all who are making a
study of the economical question, and who
bave reached the conclusion that the work-
ing elass is of equal importance with the
capitalistic class.

Of course,some of the bills introduced are
impracticable, and merely for the purpose
of siding the re-election of the demagogue
who introduced them, but there is a consid-
erable number of measures which are of

.| sound origin and intention, and which, if

enseted into laws, wonld be of some benefit
to the working poople; and it is of these and
their fate of which the working peonle
ought to be informed. A number of these
bills have passed the House, all of them
Iast session, but not one of them has been
taken up in the SBenate with the exception
of the bill to adjust the seconnt of lsborers
under the “eight-hour law.”
The Fate of the Eight-Hour Day.

During the first term of President Grant
a law was enacted makiog eight bours the
legal work day of all wageworkers under
the Government. A dispute arose as to
whether the wages were to be the same for
eight hours ns ten, und, as is always the
case, the law was coustrued fo the disad-
vantage of the weak, and the wages were
cut down in ratio with the hours of labor,
the workers having the option to work
“overtime’” and receive fhe old wage. The
gross injustioe of this construction was rec-
ognized st once, as it never was intended
that the workmen should suffer in pay for a
benefit that it was intended to confer in re-
duction of hours; and almost ever since that
construcsion was put upon the law the
workmen and their friends here and all over
the country have been attempting to secare
justice for those who were wronged. Thus
since 1868 the matter has dragged along,and
itis only with the awakeningof political
parties to the growing independenece and
intelligence of the working people that any-
thing bas been accomplished.

A bill to adjust ceounts of the
wronged workmen and appropriating mouey
to pay them their just dues was passed by the
House at the last session. 1t lay in the
Senate until a week or so ago, when it was
taken up, amended, and recommitied to the
committes which reported it; and there it
will stay, in all probability. It is urged
agalast it that it will require §30,000,000 to
pay these workmen what the Government
owes them; th it many of them are desd and
can receive no benefit from the money if it
were paid; that the claims are in the
hands of claims attorneys; and soon. Of
course,everybody koows that this has noth-
ing to do with the justice of the question,

A Radieal Difference of Opinlon,

Senator Blair asserts that it will not re-
q:in more than $2,000,000 at mokt to pay
the debt. Benator Hoar says it will take
$6,000,000, Other Bcuug still farther res
weved [rop knowledge aud sympathy
with the working people, say it will take
$30,000,000. Simple justice sawvs that it
makes no difference if it take £500,000,000,
but Simple Justice does not possess a seat in
the United States Bennte when a claim for
tbe working people is up for adjustment,

A bill introduced in the Senate providing
that Awerican citizens be given tEa prefer-
ence in employment upon the public works,
and foreigners employed onlg when Amer-
ican citizens are not available, was “read
twice and referred te the Committee on Edu-
cation and Labor,” and that is the end of it.

Two bills mki‘:lting the employment of
conviet lsbor ou public works of any kind,
and one of them prohibiting in addition the
use of any material made by conviet labor,
were by the House and introduced in
the Senats last September, That is the last
that bas been heard of them, except when
the Democrats made a fuss about non-setion
in regard to them when they were frenzied
over the probable passage of the elections
bill. Then they were terribly exercised
about the bills in the interests of the labor-
ing classes, but since the demise of the elec-
tions bill not a Democrat has been heard to
open his mouth touching the labor bills, ex-
cept to discuss and defeat the one above re-
ferred to; and the Republicans have been
equally indiffereat.

Another Measure Apparently Forgotten,

A bill providing thst po laborer in the
employ of the Government shall receive less
than §2 a day, which is little enough, in all
conscience, was introauced in the House
April 28, 1890, “read twice and referred to
the committee on labor, and ordered to be
printed,” and on July 8, 1800, was brought
upand referred to the House calendar and
ordered to be again prioted. That is the
end of that eminently just bill, which would
do an immense amount of geod ms an ex-
nmple of the lowest rate of wages thought

ust by the Government of the people in this
pablic of 60,000,000

On nccount of the faulty construction of
the former act making eight hours the ex.
teat of the legal day’s work by day laborers
under the Government, abill was introduced
in the House last August, which had had
many a predecessor of its kind, entitled “'an
act constituting eight hours a day’s work for
all laborers, workmea aod mechanics, em-
ployed by or on behall of the Goveroment of
the United States, or by or oa behalfl of the
District of Columbia, or by eontractors work-
ing for the Government of the United States
or the District of Columbia, and providing
peoalties for violation of the provisions
thereof.”” The old act provides no penalty,
and it was not omly consirued violently
against the workmen, but was violsted with
impunity. This bill was so evidently just
and necessary that it was passed by the
House and sent to the Senate within a week
after its introduction in the former body. In
the Senate it sleeps the sleep that knows no
waking, at least for this session,

Fate of the Postal Telegraph.

REFORM IN BRINTING

THAT IT I8 HOPED TO ACCOMPLISH BY
INVESTIGATION,

Enormous Cost of the Government Printing
Oftce—Senator Manderson Wants It Cat
Down—Abuse of the Congressional
Record Is the Chief Canse,

Wasnrscerox, Feb, 15.—Before the ex-
piration of the Fifty-first Congress, two
weeks from next Wednesday, Senator Man-
derson expects to secure fayvorable action in
the House and Senate on his concurrent
resolution, providing that the Com-
mittes on Public Printing, with three
members of the present Congress who are
re-alected to the next Congress to be ap-
pointed by the Speaker, or any sub-com-
mitles of the joint commitiee, shall be in-
structed to examine into the whole subject
of Government printing and report a bill,
making such reduciions and imposing such
checks as may be deemed expedient.

Kalakua's Fuoneral to Have Taken
Place Yesterday at Honeluln,

THECHARLESTON AT THE CAPITAL.

Remains of the Dead King Received By
His Hawailan Subjects.

THE AMERICAN GUYERNMENT THANKED

8an Fraxorsco, Feb. 15.—The United
States steamship Charleston, in command of
Rear Admiral! Brown and bearing the body
of King Kalakus, arrived in Honolula
harbor Thursday, January 29, seven days
from Ban Francisco. The Charleston
steamed into port with Hawaiian and Amer-
ican flags at hall-mast. Crowds of natives
and foreigners gathered at the landing to
obtain the first news. The United States
steamship Mohican and Her DMajesty's
sleamship Nymphe flew flags at hail-mast
and crossed their yards as signals of mourn-
ing.

Business houses and manufactories were
closed, sehools dismissed and Government
offices closed. The native women, as the
Charleston came to anchor, set up a lond
wailing, At § o’clock Thursday afternoon
amid the booming of minute guns from the
war ships in port and the batteries on shore
the King's body was landed and received by
a guard of hownor cowposed of sailors from
the Cha#leston, Mohican and Nymphe,
headed by twe Charleston band, playing a
funeral dirge. The procession was formed
and moved to the palace.

Recelved at the Palace.

As the cortege entered the palace, Dowa-
ger Queen Kapanoa appeared on the in!euny
and gave way to violent demonstrations of
grief, Queen Liliokalani also appeared on
the balceny, and was also greatly moved.
The ecoffin was placed ou the bier in the
middle of the throne room. On it were
placed the King's crown of state, his sword
and royal feather cloak. That evening the
Cabinet met and issued a proclamation pro-
claiming the Princess Lilinckalani Queen of
the Hawaiian Islands. The people were
then allowed to E‘\F upon the remains of
their late King. ¢ body will continue to
lie in state until Sunday, February 15, when
n grand procession will convey the remains
to the cemetery.
